Before the last gun ceased on the 
Western Front, before the rem- 
nants of Bismark's famous army 
had broken up, one of Canada's 
most famous poets died. He died i^n 
the Fields of France, those very 
fields where the poppies blew, 
where the poppies grew. John Mc- 
Crae born in Ontario, educated at 
the University of Toronto where he 
distinguished himself In the field 
of medicine, Joined the staff of Mc- 
Gill University and of Royal Vic- 
toria Hospital. When war broke 
out, he joined the Royal Army 
Medical Corps afid proceeded to 
the fields of battle. With great dis 
tlnctlon and loyalty, he served In 
France until his death from pncif 
monia in the winter of the year 
1918.

■liter he had finished his thesis. 

The next years were to see him 
traveling to Europe and America 
Finally in 1915 he entered the Navy 
and went .to the Dardanelles; April 
15, 1919 he was shifted to Scyros, 
and at Port Said he had~a bad 
stroke. After compllcitions from 
an infesllui he died at the age 
of 27 on April twenty-third.

PrnfouRd Miscalculation^ 

Gen. McNaughton, no'^(^m^an 
chairman of the ' Canada>Un^ 
States Joint Defence Bo*r(l,^aid 
anotlier favorable circumstance 
wu "the profound miscalculation 
by the Soviet Politburo as to the 
speed with which their North Ko- 
rean puppets could bring the in- 
vasion, of South Korea to a con- 
clusion." 

"This, they quite wrongly an- 
ticipated, could be achieved before 
the mililary reaction of Ihe United

British Council 
Scholarships 
Offered McGiil 

A ilmited- number . of British 
Council Scholarships are offered for 
the 1931-S3 session, tenable at Uni- 
versities and other educational in- 
stitutions in the United Kingdom. 

The scholarships arc normally for 
one academic year of 10 months or 
for two academic years, according 
to the duration of . the approved 
course of study. 

These awards are mainly for 
men and women!^hjiJiaviB|:«lrc8dy 
successfully compVct'ed^linlverslty 
degree couirses or who have equi- 
valent professional qualifications 
Preference is given to candidates 
between 25 and 35 years of age. 

Although a full scholarship is 
intended to cover all the expenses 
of maintenance and study, still 
scholars, who are In a position to 
do so, are expected to contribute to 
the cost. The scholarship includes 
fares, fees, personal maintenance, a 
gratit for books and; apparatus of 
£10 per anum '.and approved 
travelling expenses in the United 
Kingdom. The maintenance aliovv 
ance varies between £25 and £35 
depending on the place of study 
and the seniority of the scholarship. 

All candidates must complete 
five copies of the Council applica 
tlon form ' and these must 'be sent 
to Alex S. Mowat, Secretary, Cans 
dian Selection Committee, British 
Council Scholarships, Dalhousle 
University, Halifax, Nova Scotia 
not later than Jan. 1 1951. A can 
didate should describe in as much 
detail as possible the course of study 
he hopes to follow In the United 
Kingdom.

Subject okQ>ynity Lecture

"The Ethical Teaching of Jesus" 
was }he subject of a lecture given 
yesterday afternoon In the chapel 
of Divinity Hail by Rev S. Maclean 
Gilmour, M.A^ Ph.D., professor of 
New Testament at Queen's Univer- 
sity. . '. 

Speaking as an outsider, Professor 
Gilmour saw four opportunities 
by the McGiil Faculty of Divinity. 
They were to c.';labli.<h a training 
school (or ministers, to build a the- 
ological education into' the core of 
a great university,. to continue its 
pioneer work as a school combin- 
ing more than one religious denom- 
ination, and In create a graduate 
school at the Ph.D. level equal to 
any in the world. 

In the body of hLi address Prof. 
Gilmour stated that "you- cannot 
separate Jesus' ethics from his re 
Ilgion" and that "it (the ethic of 
Jesus) is meaningless apart from the 
idea of God that gives It Itj' sanc- 
tion." The ethic, of Jesus is an 
obedicnce' to the will of God, as ex- 
pressed An the prophetic scriptures 
and In the teachings of Jesus. 

It is suggested that Christian elh 
les practised literally, as various 
groups sucit as; Mennonites have at- 
tempted to do, would result In com- 
plete anarchy. Various ' questions 
arise when the teachings of Jesus 
seem to oppose the accepted rule, 
such as "Is it right to refuse to 
swear in court?", "Is all accumula- 
tion of capital evil?", ''Is it possible 
to love your enemy (in the case of 
war) without harming your neigh- 
bor?" 

When we view the complexities 
of these and such problems we find 
that it Is not only impractical but 
imposlble for man to follow exactly

the pattern set forth. But "Jesus 
meant his commands to be taken 
literally and without compromise," 
said Prof. Gilmour. 

Furthermore we must remember 
that "obedience to God Is more im- 
portant than conformity to a set of 
rules," continued the Prof. Gilmour. 
It is said, that if we go forth with 
love we cannot go far wrong. "The 
contrast bet\i'ccn our best efforts 
and the will of God would be tragic 
but for the forgiveness of God." 
We must realize then that we
